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We  have  jpeterlel  at  mir  diafeeel  concerning  the  epldeaiology  of  rarely 
encountered  clinical  forma  ef  anthrax.  This  sseterial  r/'i\<>cted  during  the 
years  1936>1956.  Ke  «itr  materlalg  of  all  the  ceuot.  o  ul  the  cutaaeoue 

fornig  2.651  ie  of  tba  prusary  cutaneous  with  a  secondary  IntestlnaXg  3X 
incescinal,  0.41  ie  pulmonary,  and  0.21  la  ocular.  All  of  tba  anthrax  caaaa 
have  been  subataaClatad  by  bacteriological  investigations,  reports  of  patbologlco^ 
anatonic  atucopslas,  and  ths  findings  of  epidemiological  tnapactloua. 

Lac  us  cite  aoam  of  tba  cases: 

FaclanC..L. .  53  years  old,  entered  e  polyclinic  with  ar.  ays  ailment.  The 
doctor  diagnceed  it  as  ‘‘iritis"  anl  placed  the  patient  on  daily  report  for  too 
d&ys.  within  one  day  L.  suddenly  died  lAlla  at  work.  Autopsy  made  it  possible 
to  establish  a  diagnosis:  an  ocular  form  of  anthrax.  A  pure  culture  of  anthrax 
bacilli  was  isolatsd  in  the  laboratory  Investigation. 

For  several  days  prior  to  his  illoass  the  patient  had  been  preparing  his 
meals  from  uninspectad  swat  purchased  at  the  smrket.  The  veterinary  sanitary 
inspection  discovared  anthrax  bacilli  in  the  beef  that  the  patient  bad  been 
using. 

Patient  S.,  29  yaars  old,  was  a  painter.  While  clsening  her  bruehas  she 
incurred  an  Infactioa  of  both  eyes.  After  six  days  she  sought  smdlcel  assistance, 
va:  hospicallxad  ths  case  day,  and  diaU  um  iam  third  deyr  Xcvesttgatics  ehoued 
the  presence  of  anthrax  bacilli  both  in  the  blood  from  the  aplesn  and  In  the 
paint  brushas. 

While  making  eoem  hnsaawade  articles  from  cow-hides,  three  persona  auddsnly 
became  ill.  Tba  doctor  diagnoaad  It  as  a  "febrile  conditloo  and  brooebitia," 
and  placed  than  on  dally  report  for  three  days.  On  the  third  day  all  tbcee 
died.  Vpon  investigation,  anthrax  bacilli  ware  found  in  the  blood  from  the 
deceased  persons*  spleens  and  also  in  tba  reac^nts  of  the  cow-hldas. 

Patient  S.,  42  yaars  old,  came  to  the  polyclinic  with  a  coe^laiat  of  a 
pain  in  the  throat.  The  doctor  diagnoeed  it  os  follicular  angina,  and  placad 
tha  patient  on  daily  report  for  two  days.  After  two  daya  the  patient  waa 
hospitallead,  and  died  on  cha  third  day. 

A  diagnosis  was  aatabllahed  In  an  autcpsyi  a  pulmonary  form  of  anthrax. 
Anthrax  bacilli  ware  found  in  tha  blood  from  tW  aplaan.  It  waa  discovered 
that  S.  had  bought  a  hide  and  was  snklag  sons  bomawada  articles.  Antixax 
bacilli  ware  datacted  in  an  Invaatlgatlon  of  tba  reamants  of  tba  hide. 
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TWttuty  flv«  p«raoM  p«rClclpat«<t  in  alaughtariog  Maw  anlMila  tlMt  had 
auddani;  bacoaM  111.  aad  aatoog  which,  according  to  tha  ioioriaatloo  frou  a 
vatvrlcary  aanicary  loapaction,  anthrax  had  baan  datacCad. 

One  voamn  bocaaa  Infactad  whlla  irarkLng  in  a  gardas  locatad  on  a  aactlou 
of  a  ionar  cattla  grava.  Sha  had  baau  picking  food  aCuCfa  without  having 
vaahad  hax  handa. 

IVo  glxla  had  baan  angagad  in  wool-apinning.  Aftat  work  thay  had  baan 
picking  food  atufff  without  having  waahad  thalr  handa. 

A  wuwan  oacana  infactad  by  blowing  through  an  intaatlna  ftoai  a  cow  that, 
aa  it  waa  latar  ditcovarad,  had  diad  froai  anthrax. 

A  amn  bacaaw  infactad  whlla  raatoving  aMoura  from  a  barn,  whara  alx  nontha 
bofora  a  cow  and  calf  had  diad  from  anthrax. 

Two  of  tha  patlanta  had  baan  coilacting  atraw  and  hay  laavinga  for  thalr 
dOBiaaCic  aniaula  at  a  markat  place  wh^ra  aslmala  ware  kept  awaiting  loading 
Into  railroad  cara.  Som  of  thaaa  anloala  aubaaquantly  dial  from  anthrax. 
Both  of  tha  patianta  had  eaten  without  waahlng  tiMir  hattda.  Anthrax  bacilli 
vara  found  in  an  Invaatlgatlon  of  tha  blood  and  aplaanj  from  tha  bodiaa. 
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
